Wild Rumors About Build- 
mq Called Baseless. 


The Tribune Tower, now under con 
struction, will be completed on time. 
Some floors will be occupied within six 
weeks or two months. The entire 
building, including rented space, will 
be open by May 1. This is according 
to schedule. 

The reason for stating these facts 
is that absolutely baseles# rumors have 
been spread regarding the stability of 
the structure; rumors that have not 
been. traced to their source, but which 
have been heard about the Art insti- 
tute and elsewhere in the city.

- ROME, Dec. 31.—In pursuance of 
the unanimous d: cision reached in yes- 
terday’s cabinet council to “adopt all 
measures necessary to safeguard Italy’s 
moral and material interests,” the gov- 
ernment gave the thumbscrews on the 
press another turn today and orcered 
the police to search the houses of prom- 
inent opposition leaders. Today’s is- 
sues of six newspapers in Rome, four 
in Milan, afd one in Turin were seized 
and the homes of the dissident Fascist 
leaders, formtr Deputy Alfred Misuri 
and Gino Galzubini, and the offices of 
the Republican party were. diligently 
searched by the police, but it was not

The searches were ee on the 


strength of information received by 
the police that vast stores of arms had 
been. collected secretly by the Fascis- 
mo’s enemies and also of @ report 
which has reaghed the government 
that a so-called ‘ Liberty loan” is be 
ing floated in’ France to be used to 
overthtow the present government in 
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the river as they neared Chippewa 


Italy with the connivance of the op- 
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tion of letter by Sig. Misuri protest- 
ing against a search miade in his home 
by the police. 

Misuri’s létter, after describing the 
search to. which his house was sub- 
jected, continues, “I publicly ask the 
head of the government who pro- 
nounced three sentences of death 
against me, one of which was almost 
carried out, what he wishes to do with 
me and the other opposition leaders. 
Perhaps to please the extremists of 
his party he wishes to leave us un- 
armed for the night on which we will 
be massacred.”

Riots in Florence. 

FLORENCE, Dec. 31. — [United 
News.}]—Thousands of. black shirted 
Fascisti, stirred to feverish heat by 
the exhortations of their leaders, have 
converged upon, Florence, defying cor- 
dons of carbineers and sacking the 
plant of an opposition newspaper, the 
Nuovo Giornale. 

After the assault.on the Nuovo Gior- 
nale offices bands of Fascisti scoured 
the city; invading and’sacking the Ma- 
sonic lodge and attacking the home of 
the Socialist lawyer, Consoli. Else- 
where a strong detachment of black 
shirts attacked the jail, where are con- 
fined several Fascists. The raiders

Two men were killed, and two 
women and two men were severely 
wounded by stray bullets fired. last 
night and early today by New Year’s 
eve revelers. 

Two of the victims, one of whom was 
killed, were riding on elevated and sur- 
face cars when struck. 

The first victim reported to the 
police was William Goldman, 35 years 
old, of 5226 South Michigan avenue. 
He was riding in a southbound Jack- 
son. park elevated train when a rifle 
bullet shattered the window by which 
he was seated. The bullet pierced his 
right temple, killing him instantly. 
The train was then at 37th street.

Passengers saw Goldman slump in 
his seat. They notified the conductor 
and the train was stopped at 40th 
street and Goldman’s body removed to 


29th street. . 

A few minutes after Goldman had‘ 
been killed John Ozelos, 32 years old, | 
5715 South Park avenue, was shot in | 
the head by a chance shot while in 
the dining room of the home of a 
friend at 1032 South Racine avenue. 
Ozelos died shortly after being taken 
to a hospital. ) 

Harry F. Kahn of 414 North Key- 
stone avenue was the sécond man to 
be shot as he was riding home. He 
Was a passenger on a south bound Cot- 
tage Grove avenue street car. As the 
car passed 79th street a bullet zipped 
through a window and pierced Kahn's 
skull. He was taken to the Jackson 
Park hospital.

At the rate of a hundred miles an} 
hour, in airplanes more marvelous’ 
than the magic carpet created by the 
imagination of the oriental story teller, 
these six aerial havigators from Amer- 
ica were flying over Marco Polo’s ‘zr 
off “land of the Golden Chersonese.”’ 


Over Tropical Jungles. 

“As -we ieft the jungie of ancient 
Cambodia behind us and cut across a 
corner of the Gulf of Siam, this little 
known arm of the China sea was a 
glassy sheet of sapphire blue. But,” 
adds Commander Lowell Smith, “as 
though to prevent the scene from h> 
coming monotonous the Creator of 'this 
fascinating world, round which we 
were flying, his dotted the Gulf of 
Siam with a hundred magic isles, 
fringed with tall cocoanut palms and 
white sandy beaches. The jungle be 
yond the shore line of many of these 
tropical islands locked so dense that it 
surely would take a day to hack one’s 
way through a mile of it. Some, how 
ever, were nearly devoid of jungle nn4 
covered with long. waving elephan: 
grass that made them look as smooth 
as well kept lawns up where we were.

Human Bodies tn River. 

“ Next morning while making our re- 
pairs on the cruisers, “Les’ happened | 
to be looking down and saw the body | 
of a baby bobbing past with the cur- 
rent. Much agitated he called the at- 
tention of some English people who | 
had come out in @ launch to look over | 
the planes. They smiled and replied | 
that they were only surprised because | 
wé had been in Bangko¥ so ‘many! 
hours without seeing more human | 
bodies floating Cown stream. It seemed | 
to be an everyday occurence, merely a! 
little touch of local color to which 
they had become sc accustomed they 
no longer paid any attection. 

“We were delighted with the Sia- 
mese, and particularly impressed ty the 
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intelligence; coyrtesy, an¢ charm of 
the upper classes. We liked them the 
instant we met them. [n fact the wei- ; 
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come of Bangkox was so warm that 
once again our planes were in danger 
of being crushed by hundreds of sam- 
pans. But the Slamese officers strung 
circles of police boats around each 


| cruiser for protection. 


Good Siamese Air Force. 


“ Just before we staried ashore with 
Mr. Dickinson, the American chargé 
d'affaires, a squadron of planes ap- 
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| peared over the cocoanut palms and 
banyans. Right down the Menam river 


they flew in formation. When direct. 
ly above us they dipped and gave us 
the salute of the Siamese royal air 
fcree. : ; 

“Siam is indeed a land of contrasts. 
Called ‘the Venice of the east’ be 
cause most of the dwellings are built 
on piles and along canals, everywhere 
around us were quaint dugout canoes 
and sampans filled with anked people, 
while overhead flew the airplanes in- 
troduced by King Rama.VL., an Ox- 
-ford man, and the first Asiatic poten- 
tate to be educated in the occident. 


“I tmagine we saw nearly as much 
during our one day In Siam as many 
Visitors see in a week. The representa- 
tives of King Rama, the officers of the 
Siamese royal air force, and our own 
countrymen escorted us about the city. 
First they took us to the internation- 
ally famous palace of the monarch of 
this tropic realm: 


Pass Golden Elephunts. 


“ AS we passed the golden elephants 
at the outer portal the troops of the 
king of Siam were there to welcome us. 

“Up the marble staircase and 
through great carved doors of teak 
we entered a vestibule with a 
forty foot ceifng whose teak walls 
were hung with the coats of mail 
of ancient Siam. From there we were 
ushered into the council room where 
the kings of Siam recline on a golden 
couch to receive advisers and envoys. 
Behind this combination throne and 
divan hangs a portrait of a half naked 
Buddhist pontiff who, with shaven 
head and half closed eyes, looks down 
upon the assemblage. 


“ Although we pass Javanese, Bur- 
mese, Cambodians, Malays, Chinese, 
Shans, Was, Karens, and Japanese on 
the canals and tamarisk lined streets 
of Bangkok, the state religion of the 
Siamese is Buddhism. Every youth in 
Siam is obliged to become a monk for 
a time just as the boys in European

State bank for at least §7,000;000. 

Three of the four Barmat brothers 
have been arrested, and a sensational 
report Cconfiects the name of President 
Ebert’s son with the Barmats’ arrest. 
Fritz Ebert was employed by the Bar- 
mats, but he resigned two months ago 
and gave as his reasons, information 
which caused the arrests.
